My husband Don and I have resided with our four children in South Carlsbad for 22 years. We have been very happy
with how Carlsbad has been managed and developed aver time, but | wanted to express my concern for the proposed
‘Housing First’ program.

| have personally seen a big increase in vagrancy, crime and severely mentally ill in all areas of Carlsbad. It is concerning
that the Council would consider this program for our city, because we do not have the proper infastructure to support a
program like this.

| believe that the majority of our residents would not want this. While the emphasis of the program is well intentioned,
to provide shelter for struggling folks, we do not have proper screening, background checks, long term social work or
mandatory drug testing, job training etc that would be absolutely imperative.

| have worked with homeless and mentally ill for over twenty years, and have worked in crisis centers, transitional
housing programs and have a Masters degree in Counseling Psychology. Therefore, | know that this is a temporary fix we
are proposing, and will be detrimental for the community. Moreover, it will not be helpful for folks who participate in
the proposed housing program. Better choices to take this on would be cities such as Vista, Escondido and many areas
of San Diego.

People who would qualify for such a program are not likely to be able to sustain a housing situation if they do not have a
case manager, submit to drug and alcohol treatment, and acquire proper job training. Unfartunately, it will be a
revolving door of getting into housing and not being able to sustain it.

| respectfully ask the Council to take this program off the table for our city. It is preferable that we focus on providing
lower income housing to veterans, single parent families and young adults who live and work in Carlsbad who want to
be able to keep contributing to our community.

Dear City Council,

It’s been brought to the community’s attention that the council is circling back to the housing first voucher program. Qur
community made it very clear at the zoom and neighborhood meetings that we do not feel that the housing first
voucher program is the way to go in Carlsbad. After our neighborhood met with Theresa Acosta, many of us had many
questions that were never answered. Here are a few:

How will the pilot homeless voucher program hold participants accountable? The pilot program was
initially presented as a Housing First program which by definition means that participants are not held
accountable and do not have to be drug tested in order to stay in the program. Housing First means
the participants can do as many drugs as they want while staying in a hotel for free. The community
has been very vocal about wanting the participants to be held accountable. What is City Council
changing about the program to ensure participants are getting the help they need and are drug free?

La Posada is a homeless shelter in Carlsbad that has been operating with success for many years.
Their Mission statement is: To provide a safe, supportive, sober environment and opportunities for
men with few or no resources to gather, begin, and continue self-help efforts. Why doesn’t the City
support and help La Posada to expand its services instead of installing a pilot hotel voucher program
that the community does not want?

Where is the data that backs the claim that 70% of our homeless people previously resided in
Carlsbad? This question has been asked several times but City Council has yet to explain how the
data was collected and where the number came from. The community deserves to know how such a
claim was generated.
